I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
to  you  for  the  year  1952 . 

The  health  of  the  district  during  the  year 
was  satisfactory  and  infectious  diseases  showed  decreases 
on  the  average  yearly  figures. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during 
the  year,  one  a civil  and  the  other  a military  persono 
Both  cases  recovered o This  disease  seems  to  have  rather 
a long  incubation  periodo 

There  were  no  fatal  cases  of  Measles  or 
Whooping  Cough  and  no  case  of "Diphtheria  has  been  notified 
since  1945  = a fact  which  is  common  to  many  areas  of  the 
county  nowo 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  in 
May  and  June  and  the  results  of  the  examinations  are  given 
later  in  the  report o 

There  was  a country-wide  outbreak  of  Influenza 
during  the  winter  months  but  the  district  did  not  suffer 
unduly  o

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Parnborough  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  ray 
Annual  Report  for  1952,  and  my  thirteenth  as  your 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  report  relates  to  the  work  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1952, 
but  the  figures  relating  to  the  Public  Cleansing 
Section  are  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March, 
1953. 


Steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  all 
branches  of  the  work. 

A satisfactory  feature  was  the  conclusion 
of  arrangements  with  the  Military  Authorities  whereby 
all  military  refuse  is  brought  to  the  Council's 
controlled  refuse  tip,  and  refuse  tips  formerly  used 
by  the  Military  closed  down.  An  angledozer  was 
purchased  to  deal  with  the  greater  quantity  of  refuse. 

The  high  output  of  salvage  was  maintained, 
and  the  1027  tons  collected  and  sold  was  a record. 

The  fall  in  waste  paper  prices  affected  our  income,  but 
not  so  severely  as  we  expected.  Our  income  of  £5>831 
was  the  second  highest  on  record,  being  exceeded  only 
by  the  inflated  income  of  last  year. 

We  have  made  progress  in  the  work  of  super- 
vising food  handling  and  food  premises,  and  improvements 
to  premises  have  been  assisted  by  the  lifting  of 
restrictions  on  building. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Dr.  W.  Walrasley,  for  their  continued  interest 
and  support,  and  to  the  staff  and  workpeople  for  their 
loyal  and  efficient  service.

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SEOTION  G. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 

1 o WATER. 


Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District  by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 

Sources  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations 
at  Primley,  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  near 
Wokingham. 


The  Primley  water  is  collected  from  springs 
in  the  Bagshot  sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and 
Beenham's  Heath,  it  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  in  chalk. 

Treatment. 


The  Primley  water  has  a total  hardness  of 
grains  per  gallon  and  is  subjected  to  treatment  by 
aeration,  sedimentation  and  sand  filtration  before  being 
pumped  into  supply. 

The  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath 
sources  have  a total  hardness  of  19-.5  grains  per  gallon, 
and  at  all  these  stations  softening  by  lime  process  is 
carried  out,  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  the 
statutory  limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon. 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the 
raw  state,  before  treatment,  but  are  given  a precaution- 
ary dose  of  chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of 
treatment,  in  conformity  with  modern  waterworks  practice. 

Purity  of  Supply. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and 
frequently  by  the  Company  before  and  after  treatment  at 
the  works  and  in  supply.  They  are  examined  chemically 
and  bacteriologically  by  the  Company’s  resident  Chemists 
and  Bacteriologists  and  in  addition  samples  are  submitted 
to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  independent 
examination  and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated 
waters  have  shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic 
and  bacterial  purity. 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally. 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  within 
the  Urban  District  is  constant,  and  laid  on  directly  from 
the  main  to  the  house  taps.  Outside  standpipes  are  mainly 
used  for  such  purposes  as  gardens  or  car  washing.  Their 
use  for  domestic  purposes  is  discouraged  and  only  in 
exceptional  circumstances  allowed. 

The  consumption  of  water  during  1952  was  higher 
than  in  the  preceding  year  and  notwithstanding  record  summer 
peak  demands,  adequate  supplies  were  at  all  times  available 
for  all  purposes  without  restriction. 
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With  a few  exceptions,  all  houses  in  the 
district  are  provided  with  a piped  supply  from  the  mains. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company  for  information  supplied  for 
this  section  of  the  Report. 

Complaints  are  often  received  of  sediment  in 
the  water.  This  is  caused  by  the  deposit  of  chalk  re- 
sulting from  the  softening  of  the  water  and  to  the  inadequacy 
of  the  softening  arrangements.  Repairs  or  alterations  to 
the  mains  causes  stirring  up  of  the  sediment  which  then 
finds  its  way  through  the  house  taps.  The  sediment, 
although  inconvenient,  is  not  injurious  to  health. 


2.  DRAINAGE  AM)  SEYBRAGE. 

There  are  two  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the 
district,  one  situated  in  South  Parnborough,  and  the 
other  at  Cove. 

A scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  the  reorganisation 
of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and  the  Ministry  has  held 
a Public  Inquiry,  the  result  of  which  is  not  yet  known. 

It  is  proposed  to  close  the  Disposal  works  at  South 
Parnborough,  except  for  the  treatment  of  storm  water 
over  three  times  the  Dry  Weather  Plow,  and  to  pump  the 
whole  of  the  sewage  to  the  Gove  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
which  it  is  proposed  to  redesign  and  enlarge.  The  new 
Works  will  be  mechanised  as  far  as  practicable. 

Porty-two  premises  by  reason  of  distance  or 
level  are  not  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

Fourteen  of  these  are  houses  without  proper  drainage. 

The  remainder  are  provided  with  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 

The  outstanding  work  on  the  small  unsewered 
portion  of  the  district  in  Gove  described  in  my  Report  for 
1949  has  been  carried  out. 

The  group  of  premises  concerned  consisted  of 
three  dwellinghouses  and  some  very  old  and  dilapidated 
buildings  used  as  a grocers  and  greengrocers  shop,  and 
some  piggeries.  Two  of  the  houses  were  drained  to  a 
defective  cesspool.  One  house  had  no  drainage  at  all,  all 
waste  water  going  to  a ditch,  whilst  the  piggery,  the 
buildings  of  which  are  in  a very  bad  condition,  also 
drained  to  a pit  which  overflowed  on  to  the  adjoining  land. 
The  shop  had  no  water  laid  on,  nor  was  there  any  drainage. 
All  the  premises  were  in  close  proximity  to  a stream. 

A new  shop  has  been  constructed  on  an  adjoining 
site.  The  drainage  of  the  three  dwellinghouses  and  shop 
has  been  connected  to  the  sewer  extended  to  these 
properties.  The  insanitary  and  dilapidated  piggeries  are 
being  demolished,  and  new  ones  are  to  be  constructed. 


3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the 
South  Ward  discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is 
a tributary  of  the  Thames,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal 
Works  in  the  West  Ward  discharges  into  the  Gove  Brook, 
which  is  a tributary  of  the  Blackwater.  These  streams 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for 
the  prevention  of  pollution. 
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4.  CLOSET  ACGOMMODATIQNo

For  many  years  the  need  for  public  conveniences 
in  the  South  Ward  has  been  acute^  the  need  of  conveniences 
for  women  being  especially  greato  It  is  hoped  that  the 
conveniences  for  women  will  be  constructed  during  1953° 

The  cleansing  of  public  conveniences  is  the 
responsibility  of  your  Engineer  and  Sorveyoro

Generalo 


Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
house  and  trade  refuse  and  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  salvageo 

Three  separate  collections  of  refuse  and 
salvage  are  operated,  namely  (a)  dustbin  refuse, 

(b)  general  salvage  and  (c)  kitchen  wastSo  Weekly 
emptying  of  dustbins  is  carried  out;  salvage  is  collected 
weekly  and  kitchen  waste  twice  each  weeko 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposals 

A weekly  emptying  of  dustbins  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year»  Dustbins  are  carried  out  and  returned 
by  your  workmeno  This  is  a considerable  undertaking, 
particularly  on  our  new  estates,  where  in  so  many  cases, 
the  bins  have  to  be  carried  long  distances  and  through 
outbuildingSo 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  negotiations  with 
the  Military,  which  ha/e  extended  over  some  years,  were 
completed,  and  all  military  refuse  is  now  brought  to  the 
Council’s  controlled  tipc  Refuse  tips  in  the  area  formerly 
used  by  the  military  were  closedc 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  controlled  tip 
at  Pinehursto  This  is  an  excellent  site,  and  fulfils  two 
of  the  most  important  features  of  refuse  disposal  by 
controlled  tipping,  namelys- 

a)  It  is  centrally  situated,  and  is  thus 
economical  for  haulageo 

b)  It  is  reclaiming  land  which  is  at 
present  practically  useless  and  will  make 
it  available  for  sports  fields  or  such 
other  purposes  as  may  be  decidedo 

The  tip  is  situated  immediately  adjacent  to 
military  barracks,  and  particular  care  has  to  be  taken 
both  to  avoid  any  nuisance  from  dust  and  smell,  and  to 
prevent  firco 

The  question  of  dust  is  made  difficult  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  much  of  the  military  refuse  is 
brought  in  non^tipping  lorries  and  has  to  be  shovelled 
from  the  lorries  on  to  the  tipo  Dust  cannot  be  avoided 
under  such  circumstancesc  Ply  and  insect  infestation  at 
the  tip  is  kept  under  control  by  the  regular  application  of 
insecticidCc 

At  the  request  of  the  military  we  temporarily 
left  the  Pinehurst  site  in  order  to  raise  some  low-lying 
land  at  Jersey  Brow  to  enable  them  to  extend  their  lorry 
and  car  parking  facilitieso  This  consisted  of  shallow 
tipping  at  a depth  of  from  3 ft.,  to  1 fto  on  marshy  groundo 
This  tip,  consisting  of  about  three=quar ters  of  an  acre,  was 
completed  in  March,  1953o  I was  rather  concerned  as  to 
whether  this  depth  of  tipping  on  this  type  of  ground  would 
carry  heavy  lorries,  but  it  has  been  in  continuous  use  by 
heavy  transport  and  appears  to  be  satisfactoryo 

An  angledozer  with  scraper  was  obtained  for  use 
at  the  tip  and  this  equipment  enabled  us  to  handle  the  much 
greater  quantity  of  refuse  without  the  employment  of 
additional  labouro 

Prospect  Road  (East)  Tip  - Water  Pollutiono 

In  my  last  two  Annual  Reports  I described  the 
trouble  caused  by  surface  water  from  this  sitSo  It  will 
be  recalled  that  Sulphuretted  Hydrogen  was  being  produced 
as  the  result  of  sulphur  reducing  bacteria  acting  upon 
organic  matter  in  the  refuse,  resulting  in  smell  and 
pollution  of  the  watercourse®  This  nuisance  was  overcome 
by  drawing  off  the  contaminated  water  by  means  of  a 
connection  to  the  Council’s  sewer® 

This  effluent  has  been  kept  under  regular 
observation  during  the  year  and  the  water  tested  at 
intervals®  These  tests  showed  fluctuating  results 
varying  with  the  rainfall,  and  the  effluent  is  not  yet  in 
such  a state  that  it  can  be  diverted  to  the  watercourse® 


Salvageo 


A total  of  1027  tons  of  salvaged  materials  were 
collected  and  sold  for  the  sura  of  £5,831,  which  is  the 
largest  quantity  ever  collected  in  any  one  year*  It  is 
equivalent  to  approximately  cwts*  and  an  income  of 
19/6do  per  house  or  premises  per  annumo 


If  this  great  quantity  of  material  had  been  put 
into  the  dustbins  and  disposed  of  as  refuse,  not  only 
would  this  large  sum  of  money  have  been  lost,  but  the  cost 
of  its  disposal  would  have  been  very  considerablOo 


It  is  interesting  to  look  back  to  the  start  of 
the  organisation,  and  record  the  quantities  and  the  annual 
income  from  salvage  for  each  yearo  They  are  as  follows:-

The  Salvage  Stewards  scheme  continued  in  the 
district,  and  our  790  salvage  stewards  performed  this 
voluntary  work  satisfactorilyo  When  this  voluntary 
scheme  was  inaugurated  during  the  War  it  was  not  thought 
or  intended  that  it  would  go  on  so  long..  I think  it 
reflects  great  credit  on  our  salvage  stewards  that, 
although  a large  number  of  them  have  been  carrying  out 
this  voluntary  work  for  the  whole  period,  there  has  been 
no  general  request  to  be  relieved  of  the  duties^ 

64  tons  of  salvage  were  recovered  from  the 
controlled  tip,  for  which  a bonus  of  ISoOdo  per  cwto  was 
paid  to  the  workmen^ 

Waste  Papero 

The  year  witnessed  another  of  those  great 
fluctuations  of  demand  for  waste  paper  which  makes  it  so 
difficult  for  all  concerned  in  paper  salvageo  In  April 
there  was  a serious  falling  off  in  demand  for  the  products 
of  the  paper  and  paper-board  millSo  This  resulted  in  an 
excess  of  waste  paper  recovered  over  consumption,  and  all 
available  storage  accommodation  at  the  Mills  was  filledo 
Notwithstanding  this  slump,  which  had  not  passed  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  we  were  able  to  dispose  of  355  tons,  which  was 
21  tons  more  than  the  previous  year. 

None  of  the  paper  collected  was  wasted,  nor  was 
it  necessary  to  hold  large  stockSo  The  fall  in  price  did, 
of  course,  reduce  our  income,  but  this  was  anticipated  and 
allowed  for.

In  January,  1953?  the  Council  entered  into  a 
further  five-year  contract  with  the  Thames  Board  Mills 
to  supply  to  them  our  output  of  waste  paper. 

Paper  is  baled  in  electric  presses,  and  a 
new  press  was  delivered  in  November,  1952. 

Other  Salvage. 

23  tons  of  textiles  were  collected,  and 
produced  a revenue  of  £^7<.  Our  textiles  are  maintained 
in  a dry  and  clean  condition,  and  high  prices  are  obtained. 

During  the  year  a special  drive  for  scrap  iron 
and  steel  was  organised.  The  amount  of  metal,  including 
tins,  collected  and  sold  amounted  to  217  tons  as  compared 
with  99  tons  the  previous  year.  The  sale  of  this  metal 
produced  £846. 

By  arrangement  with  the  London  and  Southern 
Counties  Joint  Committee  of  the  Scrap  Survey  and  Drive 
and  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council,  we  collected  and 
baled  tins  from  that  Authority. 

The  tin  baling  press  is  now  very  old,  and 
requires  constant  attention.  A new  press  of  greater 
capacity  should  be  provided  if  we  are  to  continue  with 
this  work. 

The  Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Service. 


The  Kitchen  Waste  (Licensing  of  Private 
Collectors)  (Extension)  Order,  1946,  is  in  force  in  the 
district,  and  the  Council  is  under  direction  to  collect 
kitchen  waste  and  deliver  it  to  the  Concentrator  Plant 
at  Aldershot  operated  by  the  National  By-Products,  Ltd. 
Private  collectors,  unless  exempted  by  the  Order,  must 
hold  a licence  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  The  object  of  the  Order  is  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  caused  by  the  feeding 
of  swill  not  properly  cooked  and  sterilised. 

The  amount  of  kitchen  waste  collected  during 
the  year  showed  a decrease  of  30  tons,  which  indicates 
a falling-off  in  co-operation  by  householders.  More 
attention  will  have  to  be  given  to  this  service  if  we 
are  going  to  maintain  our  previous  figures.  Tests 
carried  out  show  that  these  figures  could  not  only  be 
maintained,  but  increased.  The  following  table  sets  out 
the  position  over  the  last  five  years.

The  charges  for  the  collection  of  trade 
refuse  were  reviewed  during  the  yearo  It  was  decided

8c  INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  Shops  Acts  with  the  exception  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  38,  Shops  Act,  1950,  relating  to 
sanitary  conveniences,  heating  and  ventilation.  These  are 
the  responsibility  of  your  Council. 
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9 .  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Chimneys  coming  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  observed  for  smoke  nuisances. 

The  case  of  the  smoke  nuisance  at  a drum  laundry 
caused  by  the  burning  in  the  open  air  of  drums  containing 
synthetic  bitumen,  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  received 
much  attention  and  consideration. 

A special  furnace  was  eventually  designed, 
which  when  constructed,  it  is  hoped  will  enable  the  process 
to  be  carried  out  without  nuisance. 

The  great  London  smoke  fog,  which  lasted  from 
the  5th  to  the  8th  December,  1952,  was  a disaster. 

It  caused  about  4,000  deaths  in  Greater  London  alone, 
and  enormous  damage  and  disorganisation.  Parnborough 
was  on  the  edge  of  the  fog  belt.  Concern  expressed  both 
in  Parliament  and  in  the  country  generally  was  so  great 
that  the  Government  appointed  a Committee  of  Enquiry  into 
Atmospheric  Pollution.  It  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that 
some  good  will  come  out  of  the  enquiry,  and  some  positive 
action  taken  to  prevent  a repetition  of  such  a shocking 
occurrence. 


The  Council  are  members  of  the  National 
Smoke  Abatement  Society  and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  a member  of  the  National  Executive  Council  of  the 
Society. 


1 0 .  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  a small  open-air  swimming  pool  and  a 
paddling  pool  in  the  district,  owned  and  managed  by  the 
Council.  21  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted 
from  these  pools  for  bacteriological  examination. 

There  is  also  a bathing  pool  at  a private 
school  in  the  area. 


11.  RODENT  AND  INSECT  CONTROL. 

One  man  is  employed  for  rodent  control  work, 
and  he  also  carried  out  other  pest  control  work  in 
conjunction  with  other  members  of  the  Department. 

( a ) Rode nt  Destruction. 

This  work  was  actively  carried  on  during  the 
year,  details  of  which  are  summarised  in  the  following 
table

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Complaints  received  show  a slight  decrease  over 
the  previous  year®  It  was  found  that  infestations 
discovered  or  reported  were  less  heavy,  indicating  that 
the  control  measures,  together  with  the  co°-operation  of 
the  public,  is  proving  effectiveo 

The  Council’s  properties,  including  the  Sewage 
Works,  Salvage  Works  and  refuse  tips,  were  kept  under 
regular  supervision  and  control,  and  no  major  infestations 
occurredo 


No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  at 
private  dwellinghouses=  In  the  case  of  business  premises, 
a charge  is  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  proprietors  of  many 
of  the  business  premises,  treatment  for  the  eradication  of 
rodents  and  other  pests  is  carried  out  at  their  premises, 
covering  periods  of  three,  six  or  twelve  monthso 

Co“operation  is  maintained  with  the  Army 
authorities,  who  are  responsible  for  rodent  control  work 
on  War  Department  property. 

( i ) Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19U9° 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act, 
all  work  being  done  by  informal  action. 

( i i ) Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers. 

The  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  during  the  year 
showed  that,  as  on  previous  occasions,  all  sections  of 
the  sewerage  system  were  clear,  with  the  exception  of  the 
old  system  in  South  Parnborough.  This  system  was  treated 
twice  during  the  year,  with  satisfactory  results. 

( i i i )  North-East  Hants  W orkable  Area 
Committee  for  Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the 
above  Committee  which  comprises  the  Borough  of  Aldershot, 
the  Parnborough  and  Pleet  Urban  District  Councils,  and 
the  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District  Council,  the 
representatives  being  one  member  of  the  Local  Authority 
with  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  district. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Pisheries,  the  Aldershot 
Military  district,  and  the  Hampshire  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  also  sent  representatives. 

These  meetings,  which  are  held  q.uarterly  in 
the  different  districts,  are  a useful  medium  for  discussing 
rodent  control  problems  and  ensuring  co-operation  between 
the  Local  Authorities. 

(b ) Insect  Pests. 

The  quantity  and  scope  of  work  under  this 
heading  continues  to  increase.  The  Department  is  expected 
to  deal  with  pests  of  all  kinds.  This  help  is  given 
wherever  possible,  but  the  destruction  of  many  of  these 
pests  is  not  the  statutory  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Authority,  but  rather  a service  made  available  to  the 
public  to  fill  a need. 
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In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice, 
the  following  were  some  of  the  pests  dealt  with,  involving 
387  visits  by  your  officers 


Bed-Bugs o

Pollowing  the  discovery  that  our  road  gullies 
were  widely  and  very  seriously  infested  with  mosquito 
larvae,  and  that  mosquitoes  were  breeding  at  a considerable 
rate,  all  the  gullies  were  treated  with  a larvaecide. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  a sprayer 
with  larvaecide  was  supplied  to  the  workmen  engaged  on 
the  emptying  of  gullies  with  a view  to  their  treatment 
after  emptying  and  refilling. 

Ponds,  ditches  and  watercourses  in  the  area 
are  kept  under  observation  as  far  as  is  possible. 

( i ) Bed  Bugs. 

4 properties,  totalling  14  rooms,  were 
disinfested  during  the  year. 

The  treatment  of  infested  premises  consists  of 
spraying  with  liquid  insecticide,  incorporating  D.D.T,  or 
Gammexane.  Bedding  etc.  is  removed  to  the  steam  disinfector 
for  steam  treatment. 

( i i ) Earwig  Infestation  - Council  Housing  Estates. 

Por  the  third  year  in  succession,  trouble  from 
earwig  infestation  was  experienced  on  the  Hawley  Lane  and 
Sinehurst  Estates,  commencing  as  on  previous  occasions  in 
June  and  continuing  until  the  end  of  September. 

J 

In  the  early  part  of  the  attack  we  carried  out 
a similar  treatment  as  last  year,  namely,  spraying  with 
an  insecticide  to  provide  a barrier  against  the  earwigs 
entering  the  houses,  but  owing  to  the  work  involved  and 
the  cost,  it  was  decided  to  supply  insecticide  powder  to 
the  tenants.  This  was  not  in  use  long  enough  to  obtain 
evidence  of  its  efficiency  as  compared  with  spraying. 

In  a number  of  earlier  cases,  examination  was 
made  of  the  gardens  of  the  houses,  and  earwigs  were  found 
in  the  soil,  particularly  in  the  flower  borders. 

In  addition,  large  numbers  were  found  in  the  wire  holes 
in  the  concrete  garden  posts.  Although  the  infestation 
this  year  involved  a great  number  of  houses,  namely, 

87  as  against  52  last  year,  the  severity  of  the 
infestation  in  the  majority  of  the  houses  was  by  no  means 
as  severe  as  previously  experienced. 

The  fact  that  the  area  of  the  Hawley  Lane 
Estate  where  the  original  serious  infestation  occurred 
in  1950,  is  now  almost  clear,  gives  hope  that  the  worst 
of  the  trouble  is  over. 
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12.  DISINFECTION  AND  WORK  AT  THE  STEAM 
DISINFECTING  STATION. 


Some  21  consignments  of  bedding  from  houses  or 
premises  in  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  had  occurred 
or  from  verminous  premises  were  dealt  with  at  the  Steam 
Disinfector.  In  addition,  34  properties  were  visited  for 
the  disinfection  or  disinfestation  of  rooms. 

Steam  disinfection  work  is  carried  out  on  behalf 
of  the  Priraley  and  Caraberley  U.D.C.  and  the  Royal  Aircraft 
Establishment  on  a rechargeable  basis. 


13.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


The  use  of  caravans  for  living  accommodation, 
and  the  use  of  land  as  sites  continued  to  receive  much 
consideration  by  the  Health  Committee. 

The  demand  for  caravan  sites  is  as  great  as 
ever,  and  is  only  partly  met  by  the  privately  owned  site 
put  into  use  in  1950.  This  site  was  extended  during  the 
year  to  accommodate  a further  8 caravans,  giving  a total 
of  26.  The  site  is  not  licensed,  a separate  licence  being 
issued  for  each  caravan.  There  is  a concrete  site  for  each 
caravan,  and  water-closets,  drainage  and  baths  are  provided. 
Improvements  carried  out  at  the  site  during  the  year  were 
the  installation  of  a boiler  to  provide  constant  hot  water 
to  the  baths,  wash-basins  and  sinks,  and  the  extension  of 
the  drainage  system  to  provide  a gully  for  the  use  of  each 
caravan,  to  which  the  drainage  from  the  sink  is  directly 
connected.

Attention  was  given  to  sanitary  and  public 
health  matters  during  the  occasion  of  the  annual  Air  Display 
of  the  Society  of  British  Aircraft  Constructors, 

Your  inspectors  carried  out  daily  supervision 
of  the  food  preparing  establishments g,  refuse  collection 
and  removal,  and  sanitary  arrangements  on  the  airfield. 
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The  food  caterers  co-operated  and  complied 
with  requests  or  suggestions  raade^  and  we  were  thus  able 
to  obtain  many  improvements,  especially  with  the  food 
handling  and  washing-up  arrangements,. 

Refuse  was  collected  daily  by  our  vehicles, 
and  the  emptying  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  was  carried 
out  by  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department, 

The  number  of  people  attending  on  the  two 
Open  Days  was  so  great  that  the  sanitary  facilities 
provided  were  not  adequate.  I submitted  to  the  Society 
a report  on  the  public  health  and  sanitary  arrangements 
with  a view  to  effecting  further  improvements  next  year.

Progress  with  housing  repairs  is  retarded  by 
the  high  cost  of  building  repairs  especially  to  owners 
of  small-rented  properties  who  cannot  increase  rents  to 
meet  these  higher  costs : More  work  is  entailed  by  your 
Officers  in  getting  urgent  repair  work  executed,  than  was 
formerly  the  case  with  major  repairs. 


100  houses  were  inspected  and  82  repaired, 
involving  748  visits  of  inspection.

Closing  and  Demolition  Orders,

SECTION  Eo 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD, 


The  duties  of  the  Department  under  this  heading 
include  the  inspection  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness 
for  human  consumption  of  all  animals  killed  at  the 
Slaughterhouse,  the  examination  as  may  be  necessary  of  all 
other  foods  sold  in  the  district,  and  the  supervision  of 
food  premises  and  food  vehicles  to  ensure  that  food  is 
stored,  prepared  and  sold  under  clean  and  hygienic  conditions. 
In  con3unction  with  this  inspection  work,  samples  of  food 
and  milk  and  food  utensils  are  regularly  taken  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

This  food  inspection  work  is  a big  task,  and  more 
time  has  to  be  spent  on  it  than  on  any  other  section  of  the 
work  of  the  Department,  It  is  dealt  with  below  under  its 
different  headings, 

(a)  THE  MILK  SUPPLY, 


There  are  four  dairies  and  twenty-three 
distributors  of  milk  on  the  Register,  and  constant 
supervision  of  these  premises  and  the  milk  supply  is 
maintained. 


Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  19U9j  the  responsibility 
for  licensing  of  premises  where  milk  is  pasteurised  was 
transferred  from  Local  Authorities  to  Pood  and  Drugs 
Authorities,  in  our  case,  the  County  Council,  By  arrangement 
with  the  County  Council,  these  duties  are  carried  out  by 
your  Council  on  their  behalf  and  this  arrangement  is  working 
satisfactorily.

Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples 
for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 


5 samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  a 
biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  and  in  all  cases  negatiire  results  were  received. 

Cleansing  and  Sterilising  of  Milk  Bottles 
and  Equipment. 

24  milk  bottles  and  2 churn  rinsings  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  1 churn  rinsing 
was  unsatisfactory,  but  after  investigation  a subsequent 
sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
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The  standard  for  milk  bottles  suggested  by 
the  Laboratories  is  as  follows:-

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughterhouse. 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  in  the 
Urban  District.  It  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  and  is  a slaughtering  centre  for  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Farnborough  and  Fleet,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Hartley 
Wintney.  As  the  Council  is  aware,  the  Farnborough 
Slaughterhouse  is  in  many  respects  both  inadequate  and 
unsatisfactory,  and  nothing  short  of  a major  reconstruction 
can  make  it  satisfactory. 

Until  the  Government  has  announced  its  future 
slaughterhouse  policy,  there  seems  to  be  little  that  can 
be  done  on  this  matter,  and  we  have  to  do  our  best  to 
carry  out  meat  inspection  under  difficult  conditions,  and 
to  try  and  keep  the  premises  as  hygienic  as  possible. 

Meat  Inspection. 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down  in 
Memo.  62  (Foods).  320  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughter- 
house where  5>653  animals  were  killed  and  inspected. 

It  was  found  that  18.8%  of  all  cows  inspected 
were  affected  in  some  degree  with  tuberculosis.  It  is 
pleasing  to  report  a marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cows 
found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis  during  the  past  few 
years.  This  is  shown  in  the  following  table

6 cows  were  found  to  have  lesions  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  supramammary  gland  of  the  udder.  This  represented 
1.2%  of  all  cows  inspected,  and  6o3%  of  those  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  figures  show  a slight 
increase  over  the  number  found  to  be  so  affected  in  the 
previous  year. 
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The  iDcidence  of  disease  in  sheep  may  seem 
rather  high  especially  as  these  animals  are  normally 
resistant  to  disease®  This  figure  is  accounted  for  by 
the  high  proportion  of  lungs  affected  by  a minor  parasite 
of  which  sheep  are  prone,  but  which  does  not  normally 
affect  the  carcase® 

Gysticercus  Bovis® 

Routine  inspection  of  carcases  for  the  presence 
of  this  parasite  was  continued  during  the  year,  and  of 
1,625  bovines  inspected,  45  or  2® 8%  were  found  to  be 
affected®  Cysts  were  found  in  the  heads  of  17  bullocks 
and  in  the  hearts  of  16®  They  were  found  in  the  heads  of 
5 cows,  and  in  the  hearts  of  7®  There  were  no  infest- 
ations found  in  the  diaphragms  of  either  cows  or  bullocks® 

A number  of  diseased  specimens  were  forwarded 
for  examination  to  the  Veterinary  Investigation  Department, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  PisherieSj  Reading®

The  72  samples  of  milk  contained  an  average

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( c ) SUPERVISION  OF  POOD  PREMISES o 

As  much  time  as  possible  has  been  devoted  to 
this  important  work-..  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
major  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
at  a number  of  premises,  and  much  needed  refrigeration 
equipment  is  gradually  being  installed, 

I think  it  can  be  claimed  that  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  in  our  food  premises  is  quite  good.  We 
have  our  black  spots,  premises  that  need  to  be  constantly 
visited,  and  which,  if  left  for  a while,  rapidly 
deteriorate*.  Such  premises  are  a constant  source  of 
anxiety,  because  it  is  evident  that  true  food  hygiene 
is  not,  as  it  should  be,  a part  of  the  business,  but  is 
rather  a tiresome  requirement.  These  premises  are 
gradually  being  eliminated,  but  so  long  as  they  exist, 
the  danger  of  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  is  always 
present. 


Our  fishmongers  were  requested  to  make  provision 
by  the  summer  of  1953  for  the  protection  of  fish  exposed 
on  open  slabs,  either  by  closing  the  open  shop  front,  or 
by  the  use  of  water  sprayers  or  the  provision  of  refrig- 
eration equipment. 

An  unsatisfactory  practice  which  is  frequently 
noted  is  the  depositing  of  fresh  vegetables  and  fruit  close 
to  the  ground  on  the  forecourt  of  shops,  inviting  contam- 
ination from  animals*.  These  traders,  when  requested,  will 
raise  the  food  to  a higher  level,  but  only  too  often  revert 
back  to  the  old  practice  after  a short  time. 

Another  problem  to  be  tackled  is  the  use  of 
paper  of  doubtful  origin  and  cleanliness  for  wrapping 
foodstuffs.  The  position  is  not  satisfactory  in  many  of 
our  meat  and  fish  shops.  The  use  of  used  newspapers  is 
common  practice,  the  usual  arguments  submitted  in  support 
being  a)  New  paper  is  difficult  to  obtain. 

b)  It  is  too  expensive  to  use. 

c)  A clean  inner  wrapper  is  provided. 

New  paper  is  now  available,  and  as  to  cost,  there 
are  some  traders  who  have  always  used  new  wrapping  paper - 
The  third  argument  does  not  always  apply,  and  I have  often 
seen  fish  put  direct  into  old  newspaper.  Furthermore,  an 
inner  wrapping  when  used  is  often  far  too  small. 

I consider  the  time  has  come  when  such  newspaper 
should  no  longer  be  used  for  the  wrapping  of  foods*.
